the auditor, semi-annually, all tbe fee 
and emoluments of Ins office, under th 
penalty of forfeiting all such fees an 
emoluments. 


It shall be the duty of the city clerl 


of every city, the board of trustees o 
every village, the town board of ever; 
town, etc., to report io writing to thi 
auditor the object and amount of al 
expenditures, the amount of all taxes 
and assessments, with their purpose 
and the amount of all outstanding in 
debtedness. 


If a grand jury is required at any 


term of court, it should be the duty ol 
the county board, twenty days before 
the sitting of the court, to give two 
days' notice in a newspaper of the time 
and place where persons will be selected 
as jurors, and the board shall select 
forty-six freeholders, as nearly as possi 
ble in equal numbers from each town 
or precinct in the county.

THE United States census ol. 1810, 


wliicb was tbe first one where elements 
oilier than that of population were in- 
troduced, shows 24 woolen factories 
that spun yarn, and 9,258,269 yards of 
woolen cloth woven in families, valued 
at $4,413,000. In 1S60 woolen estab- 
lishments had increased to 2,020, em- 
ploying 40,000 work people of various 
grade*, and producing <_'oods valued at 
?67,3.')0.000 annually.^ The demand 
for blankets end clothing for the sol- 
diers during the rebellion caused a 
general advance in prices, and a cor- 
responding increase in factories, so that 
in 1S70 persons employed in the manu- 
facture numbered 97,000, who produced 
goods valued at $177,000,000. 
The 


demand for woolen fabrics naturally 
increases with the population. 
Since 


1333 this country haa imported wool, 
either manufactured or in the raw, to 
the value of over $1,200,000, and for 
the past four years, in the aggregate 
$170,000,000 has been brought in ; 
while the export has been comparative- 
ly trifling. 
In 1875 the total duties 


on wool and woolen textures amounted 
to $30,914,030, which is the largest 
annual revenue the government .has 
received on these articles, with the ex- 
ception of the four years previous to 
1848. 
By this exhibition it will be 


seen that the wool-grower in tbe United 
Stales meets with a remunerative re- 
ward for hi» labor. In fact, it is another 
evidence that almost 
any legitimate 


occupation in this country "pays" when 
properly attended to.—A7!

The Wesleyan University at 


Bloomington. 


BLOOMINGTON, ILL., December 14- 


The Board of Trustees of the Wesleyan 
University met this evening to consider 
the very vital and perplexing question 
of college finances. For years the uni- 
versity has been carrying a crushing 
burden of debt, and able officers have 
done everything possible to lift and li- 
quidate its obligations. 
In loo 
the 


financial outlook" of the university was 
flattering. In September of that year 
the Trustees borrowed 435,000 of hast- 
ern capitalists and gave a trust deed on 
the buildings and grounds. 
In addition 


to this security an individual note was 
given by the late John Magoon and oth- 
ers. 
It is safe to say that had the es- 


tate of Mr. Magoon remained unin- 
volved tlic university would have been 
$100,000 in hand, which would have 
freed it from debt and 
afforded it a 


most munificent endowment but t h e 
failure 
of the home bank swept Mr. 


Magoon's property into the bands of a 
receiver, and sadly darkening the bright 
prospects of the college. Some months 


MOLINE, ILL., Dec. 11. — Meagre par- 


ticulars have reached this city ol a 
most atrocious murder committed this 
ajorning about four miles from Colon, 
Henry county, or sixteen miles north- 
east of this place. 
The victims were 


Thos. Dillry, a wealthy farmer, and his 
wife. 
They wore found by neighbors 


this morning under the most startling 
circumstances. 
Mr. Dillry was dead, 


and his body most frightfully mangled. 
His wife, though barely alive when dis- 
covered, is not expected to live. Sus- 
picion points to two farm bauds living 
near by, one named Clement Gallion 
and the other known as "Albert." The 
only weapon used that has baen found 
is an old spade-handle. What purpose 
inspired the crime is a matter of doubt. 
Mr. Dillry was known to have in his 
house a considerable sum of money, but 
this was undisturbed. 
The murderers 


took only two watches, one a lady's sil- 
ver watch with gold chain, and the 
other a gentleman's 
hunting 
case. 


Kvery means has been employed to find 
the guilty wretches, but up to to-night 
no trace has been discoveree. 


Fuller details of the inhuman butch- 


ery at Colono, III., Friday night sup- 
plementing those given above have 
since been received. Mrs. Dillry, her 
daughter Minnie, who is 13 years old, 
and one of the boys wect some distance 
to a spelling school, leaving Mr. Dillry 
-and the other little boy at home. 
Mr. 


Dillry was an extensive stock raiser, 
and had much to do outside after sup- 
per, so that the house was probably left 
empty 
for some time. 
The spelling 


school party returned about 10 o'clock, 
soon after which all retired for the 
night. 
Mr, and Mrs. Dillry slept in a 


bed in the. parlor, Minnie in a room 
opening into the parlor, and the boys 
elsewhere. Minnie was awakened some- 
how about midnight, and saw a man 
lightiig a lamp at her bureau. 
She 


covered her hcud in her fright, and her 
terror must have produced a partial 
unconsciousness, for she 
can recall 


nothing for a brief interval. Afterward 
she was aroused by groans in the par- 
lor, and sprang up. 
She rushed into 


the other room, where the terrible spec- 
tacle met her ga/.e of her dead father, 
with a pistol shot in his eye, her mother 
insensible, her bead beaten and battered 
almost beyond recognition. 
The girl 


aroused her young brothers, and the 
three- fled through the night to the 
house of a neighbor two miles away. 
The news was soon spread, and the 
neighbors gathered at the home of Mr. 
Dillry. Mrs. Dillry lived about eighteen 
hoars, dying last night. 


The murderers gained access to the 


house through tbe cellar, the doors of 
which were left unlocked. The curtain 
of a window hsd 
beeu deliberately 


raised so that the moonlight might en- 
ter and shine upon the face of the sleep- 
ing tn»n. With this light to guide ihe 
murderers the pistol hud been placed 
close to the eye. Th« shot necessarily 
aroused Mrs. Dilley, aud she was as- 
sailed with a shore) bundle and beaten 
until her head was broken in. The ev- 
idence almost amounts to proof that the 
murderers ^were two tramps who had 
been employed by Mr. Dilley husking 
corn. They kuew the house, did oot 
•reuse thH dog, and one of them was 
known to buy a single-barrel pistol a 
few days ago. 
Only two watches were 


taken. Although it had been reported 
that tbe murdered m»n had $1,000 in 
the house, this was not the case.
